cil Held Last Kvening-Aii OrdU 


nance Discussed. 


The special meeting of council, held 


last evening to consider the advisabil- 
ity of passing various 
ordinances, 


turned out to be about as big a farce 
as can be imagined. Twelve-members 
of council were present, and actually 
spent two and a half hours talking 
about the vehicle ordinance, and by 
the time they adjourned hud gotten no 
further than when they started. 
It 


seemed as though the meeting was held 
to give some members a chance to work 
off a lot of surplus wind. 


The members present were Vice- 


President Neill, Gims, Connolley, Tur- 
ley, Merrill, Labold, Wall, Winter, 
Huber, Ross, Selby and Berthold. City 
Solicitor Woodrow failed to show up. 
This was a serious inconvenience, as 
his advice was wanted on several dif- 
ferent occasions. 


The vehicle ordinance was read the 


third time. It provided that all owners 
of vehicles of whatever description, 
used in the city for hire, be required 
to pay, if a one horse, 53-50 yearly li- 
cense ; two horse, S5, and four or more 
horse, ST. Non residents shall pay 25 
cents a day for one horse vehicles, 50 
cents for two horse, and 75 cents for 
four horse. 
An exception is made 


where non resident teams are employed 
permanently in bringing raw material 
to or transporting finished products 
from any established institution in the 
city. These come in the category of 
city teams. 
Also that a metallic plate 


containing the number of the license 
be fastened in a conspicuous place on 
the vehicle,-and any failure to conform 
to the regulation will subject the 
owner to a fine not less than the mini- 
mum fee nor more than £5 for the first 
offense, and from double that amount 
to not to exceed S20 for the second and 
subsequent offenses. 


Council then went into coinmilte of 


the whole and talked the ordinance 
over word by word again and again. 
There was no method whatever in this 
council's madness. It was simply a big 
talking machine. 


After an immense amount of talking 


the vehicle ordinance was referred lo 
the finance committee and solicitor. 
The finance committee was then em- 
powered to hire another attorney at a 
cost not to exceed S25 to assist the so- 
licitor in giving an opinion as to the 
constitutionality of the ordinance. 


In discussing the ordinance every- 


body seemed to be afraid of it except 
Huber, of the Seventh, and it was 
touched gingerly. 


After the matter had been referred 


eouncilmen looked at each other awhile 
and then Mr. Turley finally moved to 
adjourn. Everybody looked at every- 
body else in happy relief, and the mo- 
tion was passed with a hurrah. Ev- 
erybody %vent home happy.

A GREAT many people wonder why 


France is financially .so prosperous.

In a late case before a French court 


a creditor had sued^on a note payable 
in gold, and the court held the proviso 
void, on the ground that one sort of 
money issued by France was as good 
as another and to discriminate in favor 
of either one was a conspiracy to in 
jure the government and its credit, 
and that the debtor has the right to 
pay in anything issued by law as 
money. 


That doctrine—a sound and.patriotie 


one—if enforced in this .country? would 
bring Secretary Carlisle up 
with a 


round turn. There are no "fifty-cent" 
depredators allowed in France—a five 
franc piece being as much money as a 
napoleon. 
France makes her own 


money and makes an attempt to dis- 
credit it even in contracts a conspiracy 
at law. No wonder France is prosper- 


ous, 
as her lawmakers and her courts 


are as her people. No high officers o 
state are there engaged in depreeiat 
ing the money issued for the use of her 
people. It is morally a crime in the 
United States and ought to be held 
an offense at law by our own courts— 
possibly will be some clay.

NEW YOBK, Aug. 15.—Senor Alvarez, 


mayor of Havana, who lain this city, 


id in an interview Wednesday: 
"The news about Gen. Campos' re- 


tirement is like much of the Cuban 
news published in this country—i 
manufactured. A large part ,of 
stories published here are lies." 


When asked about'the progress 


the revolution,,Senor, Alvarez said: > 


"It is a movement of outlaws led by 


foreigners. The citizens of Cuba have 
nothing to do with it., .In the Santiago 
province the insurgents are nearly all 
Negroes. 
Maceo, their leader, is a 


mulatto; Gomez- is a <San ^Domingan. 
All the other leaders of the insurgents 
are American citizens. They are for- 
eigners on Cuban soil and should ba 
shot down. American citizens here 
wlid are aiding should not be allowed 
to hold meetings,, raise funds, ^or fur- 
nish expeditions .as,they are doing. 


-The people df the United States 


should remember that the war in Cuba 
is not a war between two nations, and 
that they can not say 'we will-ie' neu- 
tfaL' It is a difficulty which one na- 
tion is having in its own family, and 
America should keep its hands off. 
Americans not only permit foreigner's,' 
but allow their own citizens to con- 
spire against Spanish territory, and 
Spain is a friendly nation:" 


"But. has "not the United States gov- 


ernment by proclamation, aiid by or- 
ders to men-of-war and revenue outl- 
iers, shown their friendship for Spain?" 


•'Yes, but what good does a man-of- 


war anchored at Key West do? None 
at all. 
Expeditions are fitted out just 


the same, and sent under the protec 
tion of the American flag. : Perhaps 
your government acts because it knows 
that Spain is keeping an account of 
all'the expeditions that have been sent 
out, and when the trouble in Cuba is 
over will ask the United States to pay 
damages. 
"Sour newspapers publish 


detailed accounts of bow thosa expedi 
tions are fitted out and how they are 
landed. 


'Let me tell you this," continued 


Alvarez, "the -American flag is being 
used to cover every crime. Spanish 
officers are getting tired of letting ex 
peditions escape because they sail un 
der the American flag. The day may 
come when an officer will no longer 
permit a vessel to go free through re- 
spect for the flag. Something will 
happen—not to the flag, but to the 
boat that is using it, and there may be 
trouble between Spain arid the United 
States; 


"Another thing we Ad ndt like;" said 


Senor Alvarez, "is insisting that the 
Mora claim be' paid just when Spain 
needs money for war purposes. 
The 


claim itself is unjust and should never 
be paid. 
All the arbitrators have de 


tided against it. 
Mora was never an 


American citizeil until his prdperty 
was 
destroyed; 
It 
would never 


have 
been 
pushed 
if 
a 
Span- 


ish 
minister 
was not 
to get a 


share of it. 
And -why does not the 


United States pay the claim that Spain 
has had ever since Florida was pur- 
chased? It was then agreed that Span 
ish residents of Florida who gave up 
their property should be reimbursed 
but they have never been paid. It does 
not come with good grace for the 
United States to ask Spain, to pay t 
million and a half now, arid the man 
her in which the claim has been pi-essec 
makes Spaniards sore. 
The United 


States does not pay the award made 
by the Behring sea commission anc 
is getting the reputation of being a 
bad debtor among the nations, yet a 
demand is made that Spain pay the 
unjust Mora claim, and we must do i 
at once. All these things make our 
blood boil. We expect friendly treat 
inent from a friendly nation. Insteac 
Df that, we have an insurrection in 
Cuba which was inspired by Ameri 
cans arid which would not last a month 
if it did not have'the aid and enCour 
agement of people.in this country."

REPUBLICAN LEAGUES. 


Special Meeting of the Executive Com- 


mittee at Chicago.

peacefully away this afternoon at fcalf 
past 3 o'clock at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Will Harper. The end came 
without a struggle and the good man 
passed to his reward with a smile on 
his wan face. There have been few 
more prominent citizens of Portsmouth 
passed away 
within the last few 


months than Mr, Murray. 
For years 


he has been connected with several of 
our largest and most important indus- 
tries. 
^ . 


David Nevin Murray came of Scotch 


parentage. He was born one beautiful 
May morning in the year 1814 at a little 
village on the banks of the Ayr. When 
only six years old his parents emi- 
grated to America. 
They settled in 


Nova Scotia, and here young Murray 
grew to manhood. 
: 


His first start in life was at Altoona, 


Pa., where he engaged actively in the 
iron business. In 1856 he came to 
Portsmouth and entered into a partner- 
ship with his uncle, J. MeNairn, in the 
hardware business. This partnership 
lasted several years, until the death of 
Mr, MeNairn, when Mr. Murray eon- 
inued the business alone for some 
,ime. 


He was a stockholder iu the Ports- 


mouth Rolling mill, afterwards known 
as the Burgess Steel and Iron works. 
In 1S5S he formed a partnership with 
Messrs, Ward 
and 
Stevenson, and 


founded what is now the Portsmouth 
Foundry aud Machine works. 
The 


firm name was Ward, Murray and 
Stevenson. 


In 1SGO the Moores were' taken into 


partnership and the firm became Mur- 
ray, Moore & Co. In 1872 the Moores 
purchased the interest of Mr. Murray. 


Mr. Murray was one of the founders 


of the-ill-fated Portsmouth Agricultur- 
al Co. He was president of that con- 
cern during its existence. 


With John W. Overturf, I). F. Con- 


nell and Daniel R. Spry he founded the 
Citizens' Savings bank about 1-874. 
He 


was president of that bank until five 
or six years ago, when he was succeed- 
ed by Mr. Overturf. Since that time 
he has not been engaged very actively 
in business, He was alwaysaprogressive 
worker for the good o£ the eity. At 
oue time he was calculated to be worth 
nearly £100,000, but misfortunes in the 
business world caused that, sum to 
dwindle down to almost nothing, and 
Mr. Murray died a poor man.

Miss Isabella MeNairn, 
Four chil- 


dren were

to them, two .of 


whom are now living. Oae died in in- 
fancy, and Mollie A. at Grand Rapids 
only a Jew weeks ago. Hiram B., of 
this city, aud Joe engaged in the furni- 
ture business at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
are the only sons living. 


His second wife was a Miss Harriet 


White, of Healey, Conn. She was a 
teacher in the public schools here when 
he married her in 1850. Mrs. Murray 
died two years ago. 


Several children 'were born of this 


union. Those living are: Emma, who 
married Boyd Herron, of Hillsboro, 
and now lives in Chicago; Ada, mar- 
ried to Jno. Nesmith, of Marion, lud.; 
Lucile, wife of Will Harp'er, of this 
city, and Margaret, who married Albert 
Koehner, of Columbus.

only son by his last marriage, died 
about 1SGS.
